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ARBinATION REIGNS 

Treaty of Peace Between the 
United States and England. 

NO WAR FOR NEXT FIVE YEARS

Washinotoji, Jan. 13. — Porrotary 
Olney, in behalf of the United States, 
and Sir Julian PnuiK'pfote, on the par*, 
tif Great Britain, yesterday affixed their 
Mgnatures to a new treaty by which, 
for a term of five yean, the two Eng 
Uah-apcaking natioiu agree to aUde in 
peace and withoat a resort to nnnB, nil 
possible questions of controversy beinj? 
referred to a conrt of arbitration with 
the fiiugle exception that neither nation 
snrreuders its honor or dignity to the 
judgment of arbitration. Later io the 
day Freddent Oleveljuid sent the treaty 
and a mesiage earnestly apixroring it, 
i»-ijfa senate. 

The treaty consists of 12 articles, and 
in print would fill about one newspappr 
oolnmn. One of the last points to be 
decided was that King Oscar II of Swe- 
den and Norway is to tut as the final 
arbitrator in case the others fail to 
agree on tlie final member of the court 
The acceptance of the kiiiKaiulthe 
final agreement on that detail \va- not 
cabled to Washington until late Sunday 
night, and even then one small detail 
remained to receive tlie approval of tlie 
Britisli foreign ofHco. At 1 1 :20 yester- 
day morning a cablegram froni Lord 
Salisbury removed this ast (luestion. 
and l(^ft the way clear for the formal 
execution of the instrument. 

Immediately on receiving the <a)ile 
from Lord Salisbury, Sir .Juhan PauiK ( 
fote. accompanied by Lonl Goagh, first 
H« ( rt tary of the embassy, proceeded to 
the state department. They were met 
in the secretary's private office by Mr. 
Olney and his private secretary, Mr 
Blandford, and Mr. Cridler, who, as 
chief of the bureau of diplomatic corre 
spondence, has charge or the drafting 
of treaties. There were few formalities, 
as. the signatures were bnt the oolmina- 
tion of a negotiation covering many 
weeks, during which a complete under' 
standing had been reached on every 
phase of the snbject. It was felt, how- 
ever, that the moment was an eventful 
oce. The diplomatic bureau had pre 
juured two copies of the doonment 
Ther were not in any sense ornate. 

The articles of agreement were en- 
grossed in a fair hand on the simple red 
margined parchment paper orduiarily 
used for treaties by the state depart 
ment. These ooIAes weie laid upon the 
secretary's tesk and then occurred a 
veiT necessary formalitT. The British 
ambassador produced a formidable look- 
ing document signed by Lord Salisbury, 
certifying that he (the ambassador) was 
authorised to sign for the British gov- 
ernment a treaty bearing on the snbject 
specified. Secretary Olney replied by 
showing a letter from President Cleve- 
land delegating to him authori^ to 
sign the proposed convention. 

Having thus satisfied themselves that 
everything was being conducted in reg- 
ular order the principals proceede(l to 
the .signature of the duplicate treaties. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote had the iionor of 
signing first. Secretary Olney lumdod 
him tho pen and Ik; signed one- copy in 
the first place, Se< retary Olney immedi- 
ately placing his signature after that of 
the ambassador. This will be known 
as the British copy and it will never 
leave the po.ssession of that government 
Taking up the othr-r copy, Secretary 
Olney signed it first and Sir Julian 
8igne<l after him. This is the United 
States copy and likttwise will remain in 
the possession of our government. After 
the senate has passed upon it a copy 
will be made of our original and this 
will be used in the final exchange of rat 
ifloatigns later on. 

Then both of the copies were sealed 
with red wax. Secretary Olney im 
pressed his private seal, a simple mono- 
gram, "R. O." and Sir Julian ns«d his 
family crest, a lion, and the ceremonies 
were complete. The pen used was 
simple braad point steel stub, in a red 
and blaok hard rubber holder, bnt it 
will be tee am i r sd by the oiwner, Mr, 
Blandfovd. ^ 

Following this there^as an exohange 
Of odurtssies between Mr. Gluey and 
Sir Julian, each expressing his deep 
sense of gtatifioation that a labor which 
had presented apparently iusurmonnt 
able obstacles had been oonoinded in a 
way to give prtnoise-of far-xMcUnv re- 
sults. 

The meeting was brief, and on the re- 
tirement of Sir Julian and Lord (Jough. 
Mr. Olney at once t(K)k I lie signed 
treaty to the White House for the prep- 
aration of I^resident Olcvelund's mes- 
sage transmitting it to the senate. It 
wa.s understood during the meeting 
that this transmission would be made at 
once in order that every executive func- 
t.on connected with the treaty should 
hu i ( nipleted at the earliest possible 
moni( lit. Under these circumstances 
the treaty and the pi-esideut's message 
went (o the senate yesterday. 

The 12 articles constituting the treaty 
dealwth the subjects which are to be 
BabmitttHl tc) arbitration and the man- 
ner in which the court of arbitration is 
to be constituted. The language used 
in embracing subje<'t8 btifon) th« court 
has been chosen with the greatest care, 
the purpose^ being to make the terms so 
comprehensive that no question can 
ai-ise in the urdiuary deaUngs between 
the two govenunents which will cause a 
x-eeort to war.

ThrouglKait the negutiations the de 
sire of both the secretary and anibassa 
dor was to make the language so broad 
that when a controversy aro.'^e it would 
be acc,onii>anied by tho inevitable knowl 
edge, on both sides of the water, that 
arbitration not war would result 

Tlie selection of King Oscar as a final 
arbitrator adds another resiionsibility to 
t .at monarch, aa he has been heretoVorc 
, honen in connection with the Vent! 
•/uelan boundary question. His seUc 
tion clostd one of tJie most tmublesome 
featurei^of the uegodatiou. There had 
been no difficulty In lirranging thateacn 
country should be represented by three 
arbitrators of eminence in its judicial 
branches. The question then arose as 
to how a final decision could be reached 
with the conrt sqml)v divided. Lord 
Salisbury felt that the distinguished 
character of the men. constituting th< 
court would assure freedom from ua 
tiuntil prejudice. Mr. Olney desired to 
remove every possibiUty of a deadlock 
by. having a final aiMtrator, who could, 
in case of a tie, e*st the concluding 
vote. 

This raised a further question as to 
the nationality of the final arbitrator 
It was felt that in justice he could not 
be an American or an Englishman 
while it was felt to bo equally desirous 
that such an harmonious agreement be 
twoen the two Knt;ll^]l■speakillg nation 
should not look to a foreigner for it 
final (b'ferniination. Fin.ally, however, 
rather than open the po.ssibility (,f a tii 
uid the failure of arbitration, Kmji 
Oscar was agreed upon in ( ase tin 
otliers did not agree in choosing a final 
arbitrator. By this means not only is 
arbitration secured, but arbitration 
which will be effective and final. 

The i)i'riod of five years was fi.\ed lis 
the Hinir of the treaty as a means of ob- 
serving the efficacy of the arrangement, 
the i)urpose being to make the treaty 
permanent if the five-year trial brings 
the gjMxl results contemplated. 

Aside from the agreement made yes 
terday, it is felt to offer a olan of arbi 
tration, as a substitute forwar, which 
will attract the attention of European 
powers generally and may lead to a fur- 
ther extsnsion of the plan.

It was d'-fmed, 110 to 
188 The Harrison substitute provided 
for n commission to negotiate a settle- 
ment of the debt. It was rejected by 
' he house by a vote of 63 to «14. Many 
(if the membrrs were as much onpoHed 
to these substitutes as to the Powers 
bill. The California and middle west 
members votsd almost solidly against 
them. 

When the vote came on the main 
proposition the whole oprosition swung 
into line and crushed it by an adverse 
vote of 109 to 168. The vot° was not 
taken directly on the passage of the bill, 
but on the preliminary moti<m to en- 
gross and read tho bill a third time. 
Bills, the subject of hard contests, are 
usuidly brought to a final test before the 
last pailiamentarv stage is reached. 

The Reilly Pacific funding bill two 
years ago was defeated in th > same 
manner on the same nioti n. Tiiis is the 
fourth funding bill killed in the house 
in 10 y< ars.

Ni'^w York, Jan. 12.— The Herald 
jmblishes the foiling special coire spond- 
ence from Bluefields, Nicaragua: "J 
have visited Corn island and its forti 
iications. One hundred men are now 
clearing lands to extend the fortifica- 
tions. The Nicaraguans have noo 
pounds of dynamite and 10 electric bat- 
teries Mr. Donaldson, formerly a 
United States army engineer, located 
the dynamite mines and fortifications 
and then left the isUnd for Managua 
Thus far the OolomUans have deter- 
mined to contest everj foot. General 
Reyes says that 'the problem' will be 
solved by dynamite. 

"There is a wave of subdued excite 
ment and expectation p vssing over us 
just at present owing to troops haviu, 
come down from tne capital on thei 
way to Com island.

So 
far as the i ' iinmis- ioners are <'oncernod, 
there is aljsolut>'ly no check on the paper 
contractor, and they trust im[)licity to 
his honesty to furnish the kind of paper 
and the weiKbt of paper that be BRreed 
to furnish. 

Up to last winter tin' pajier for tin' 
public priotini{ was kept liy the Stale 
Librarian and issued on requisitions, but 
the prefent contractor convinced Trean-

Lord Salisbury came to the forcipn 
oflrtce esjieeially from Hatfield house to 
receive the earliest Official details and to 
considiT tlicm. 

It is stated in t Iv foreifrn office-, ad- 
vices that tlie ]jarty \va-< unarmed when 
it left the consulate at Benin on the 
west side cf the Nif;er, traveliiijr toward 
the Adanu\KU country. Tliey were Bfir- 
prised on the frontier territory at Benin 
City, wherti they were fired upon sud- 
denly and massacn d.

The ceremony opened with prayer by 
t he Rov. M. L. Haines, after which the 
oatli of office was administered by Chief 
Justice James H. Jordan.
